Jai Sind, The undersized and the members of I.N.A, Association 
Weat Bengal are shocked 10 note that a neve is under way to bring the so called 
ashes of Neiaji from Rankoji Temple in Japan, Those who are eager to bring these 
ashes* are probably having their love for Netaji misdirected. . Bui we are unable 
to understand why your goodself i3 not stopping such move, Svea^since ve heard 
of hi a death announcement from Tokyo many of ua tried hard to get into the truth 
behind such announcement* Till to day we did not get any proof of his death by a 
plane crash at Taihoka aerodrome, late Sri Suresh Bose who was a men; Dor of Netaji 
Enquiry Commission strongly disagreed to the findings of other members of the 
Commission. To this effect your honourable father Late Javharlal Neheru coult not 
give precise and direct proof of his death to Sri Suresh Bose in a letter dated 
13*5,1962, Again Mr, Morarje Desai said in the parliament that he did not have any, 
conclusive proof of his death either. He rejected both the Commission's report. 

1 Just because Netaji Enquiry Commission could not obtain any conclusive 

proof of hi 3 death Khosia Commission was set up. It also failed to bring out any truth 
of his death, Khosia Commission 1 s report was never published. In fact Sri G-D.Khosla 
offered unqualified ap po logy to Sri Cvigen Bose in the open court in Calcutta before 
the Metropolitan Magistrate, 

Before cremation of a dead body a medical death certificate has to 
be produced. Your honour knows fully well that there was no Death Certificate in 
Record at the Crematorium in Taihokku. On record there was no cremation of any 
dead body at the crematorium between ISth and 22nd August* 1945 except that of a 
29 years old Japanese named Cchiro Gkura, Further some of the British intelligence 
reports concerning Notaji'e disappearance are in our National Secret Archives, I 
may recall Mac Arther'a statement that Netaji disappeared from right under hia nose. 

Further General Ehonsle requested the Japanese Government to send 
the dead body of Netaji to IN A Head Quarters at Singapore. He was informed on 
22nd August* 1945 that the body was too big for a coffin and also for a plane to 
carry* No one would believe that a big coffin could not be made and that would not 
fit in a plane.

We have involved people of all walks of life ,viz. , 
academicians, professionals, scientists, industrialists, 
bankers, teachers , students etc in the Seminar. In 
the academic programme, prestigious national insti- 
tutions like Ramakrishna Mission, Visva-Bharati, 

Bose Institute, etc will be participating. Your 
address will go a long way in consolidating the 
national platform at this juncture.
